Duty of the Supervisor of Schools. 

It shall be the duty of the Super- 
visor nf schools to assist in super- 
vising the rural schools, to act as 
sub-titute tenches nndei direction of 
the County Superintendent, and to 
act n* truant officer, in accordance 
with the laws governing the atten- 
dance of pupil* in the rural schools. 

Su|.crvi-or should visit the schools 
hs often as possible, inspect the 
(.remises, records and see that the 
course of *tudy is faithfullv en- 
forced, and that only efficient 
methods are used. 

Some counties have several Sup- 
ervisors. Lincoln county has but 
one, Virgil McMullin, who is experi- 
enced in school work, and will visit 
all the schools as soon as possible, 
n nd report to the County Board of 
Education.
